1 . That I made and conceived the invention described and claimed in United 
States Patent Application Serial No. 10/797,681 (the "'681 Application") 
filed on March 5, 2004 in the United States of America titled, "Hanger 
Assembly for Aircraft". 

2. That I made and conceived this invention while employed by DRS Training 
& Control Systems, Inc. (formerly Metric Systems Corporation) located at 
645 Anchors Street, Ft. Walton Beach, Florida 32548.
